The Homeless Cat Project and Concerned Citizens 
for Animals are especially active in the humane trap¬ 
ping, spaying/neutering, and vaccinating of homeless 
cats.

Of note, the Springfield Kennel Club was the first 
kennel club in the nation to sponsor a sculpture for 
DOGNY, a program born from a desire to express 
appreciation for and pay tribute to the search and res¬ 
cue dogs and their handlers, whose work is vital to 
our nation. This program raised over $2 million. 
Springfield Kennel Club’s sculptured dog, named 
“Galaxy,” is one of the prettiest in the entire collection 
and is on display at the Museum of Fine Arts in 
Springfield as part of the exhibition. 

DOGNY involved the creation of a number of 
sculptures shaped like German shepherds, created to 
honor the rescue dog who helped in the efforts to res¬ 
cue victims of September 11, 2001. 

The money raised resulted in the American Kennel 
Club’s ability to establish the American Kennel Club 
Companion Recovery Corporation Support and Relief 
Fund, a permanent charitable fund to provide 
resources to Search and Rescue organizations, vet¬ 
erinary units that support them, and not-for-profit 
shelters that care for the animals displaced or 
orphaned by disasters. 

For families, friends, and the community in gener¬ 
al, events of this nature are uplifting, educational, and 
fun. They create a place where people can appreciate 
their pets and where pets bring people together and 
allow us to see why the incidence of high blood pres¬ 
sure is lower among people who own pets and why 62 
percent of U.S. households own either a cat or a dog.

Agawam Police 
Dept, warns of 
telephone scam 

Agawam Police Chief Robert D. Campbell is warn¬ 
ing the public of a telephone scam which has recent¬ 
ly been identified that allows the scam artist to have 
complete control over your telephone lines. 

Although the scam is not new, it seems to have 
been revived, according to the U.S. Department of 
Homeland Security. This full access allows the scam¬ 
mer to place long distance calls and have them billed 
to your telephone number. 

How The Scam Works: The victim receives a tele¬ 
phone call from the scam artist claiming to be an 
AT&T Service technician. He claims to be conducting 
a test on telephone lines and tells you that to com¬ 
plete the test on your line, you must touch nine (9), 
zero (0), and the pound sign (#) and then hang up. 

By pushing 9-0-#, you give the scammer full 
access to your telephone line 
and allow the scammer to bill 
long distance to your tele¬ 
phone line.

FOR ANYONE. DO NOT

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Photos of high-risk 
sex offenders to 
appear on Internet 

Representative Daniel F. Keenan recently 
announced that Massachusetts will post photos and 
information of high-level sex offenders on the Internet 
beginning May 15th. 

“The public has a right to know where dangerous 
sex offenders live and work so they can protect their 
children and themselves,” Keenan said. 

Keenan noted that a ruling by the U.S. Supreme 
Court last month paved the way for states to use the 
Internet as a tool to warn families of registered high- 
risk sex offenders living in their communities. 

Beginning May 15th, individuals will be able to 
access information on all Level 3 sex offenders on the 
Sex Offender Registry Web site at 
www.mass.gov/sorb . The public will be able to see 
the sex offender’s photo, name, home and work 
address, the charges the sex offender has been con¬ 
victed of, and a physical description. 

At this time, nearly 350 classified Level 3 sex 
offenders are in the Sex Offender Registry’s data¬ 
base. In less than two years, the Sex Offender 
Registry Board has classified more than 2,400 sex 
offenders. Only detailed information on Level 3 high- 
risk sex offenders will be on the Web site to comply 
with state law. 

In addition to Level 3 information, families may use 
the Web site to determine how many moderate risk 
(Level 2) sex offenders have been classified and live 
or work in their towns. Information on those offenders 
is available by visiting the local police department in 
those communities and filling out an application. No 
information on low risk (Level 1) sex offenders is 
available to the public because of legal restrictions.

Juvenile firesetters 

by Fire Chief David Pisano 

Estimates show that well over half the incendiary 
fires in larger municipalites are caused by children 
under the age of 18. 

In fact, many are younger. Boys are more likely 
than girls to be the culprits. 

Unfortunately, simple curiosity - often combined 
with poor supervision - accounts for a large portion of 
the fires set by children, and the children who set fires 
are from a diverse group (with varied social back¬ 
grounds and varying motives). 

Some children who set fires are from “unstable 
homes,” and many come from poor families. 
However, the statistics do not define a specific racial 
or ethnic group to be involved, nor is it found that 
many of the children have serious problems. 

When identified juvenile firesetters warrant preven¬ 
tion efforts, the Agawam Fire Department provides 
these suggestions: 

* Reduce the likelihood that any child will engage 
in unsupervised or otherwise potentially dangerous 
firesetting by removing matches and lighters from 
reach. 

* Reduce the likelihood that children who have 
engaged in occasional unsupervised and/or other¬ 
wise dangerous firesetting do not repeat this behavior 
by better supervision and/or corrective measures. 

* Identify and work intensively with those children 
who have an established history of firesetting. 

Should you know of - or suspect - a juvenile 
firesetter, contact the Agawam Fire Department at 
786-2662 for help.

Ample resources 

The Bible says, Let us love one another, 
because love is from God. Those who say, "I love 
God," and hate their brothers and sisters, are 
liars; for those who do not love a brother or sister 
whom they have seen, cannot love God whom 
they have not seen. The commandment we have 
from Him is this: those who love God must love 
their brothers and sisters also. 

We might think to ourselves, I love people all by 
myself already. Why do I need God for that? Most of 
us have loved people all our lives. But when we think 
about, it is probably true.that we really only love peo¬ 
ple who love us. One of the strange things about 
human love is that it can sometimes turn to fierce 
anger, and even hatred, if our love is (as the poets 
say) unrequited. 

If we're really honest with ourselves, the truth is., 
that the track record is pretty spotty when it comes to 
love. We are really good at so many things; we have 
a great education system, medical and scientific tech¬ 
nology that was unheard of only a generation ago, as 
well as vast wealth. 

But even with all thaj, the ability to love can be elu¬ 
sive. One of the greatlragedies of our American soci¬ 
ety is that almost half of our marriages end in divorce. 
Maybe we do need help, after all! 

One of the challenges to love in our modern socie¬ 
ty is our drive to succeed. Each of us may measure 
success differently, but we live nonetheless in a driv¬ 
en world. It can be very hard to love a spouse or other 
family member if we feel like that person is not sup¬ 
porting our goals. 

In our quest for success, we might forget to care 
about the people around us. At the turn of the last cen¬ 
tury, Jay Gould died. He was one of the richest peo¬ 
ple in the world. He was also among the most hated. 

God has a better idea. The Bible says if I speak in 
the tongues of men and of angels, but have not 
love, I am only a resounding gong or a clanging 
cymbal. If I have the gift of prophecy and can fath¬ 
om all mysteries and all knowledge, and if I have 
a faith that can move mountains, but have not 
love, I am nothing. If I give all I possess to the 
poor and surrender my body to the flames, but 
have not love, I gain nothing. Success apart from 
love equals emptiness. 

The Holy Spirit describes love differently than some 
of us might initially think to. Love is patient, love is 
kind. It does not envy, it does not boast, it is not 
proud. It is not rude, it is not self-seeking, it is not 
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easily angered, it keeps no record of wrongs. 
Love does not delight in evil but rejoices with the 
truth. It always protects, always trusts, always 
hopes, always perseveres. And now these three 
remain: faith, hope and love. But the greatest of 
these is love. 

To perhaps make things even more complicated, 
oftentimes we think of love as being something that 
we feel. That is one kind of love. The other kind of love 
is, for lack of a better term, "love in action.” In the orig¬ 
inal language of the New Testament, the word for feel¬ 
ing love was philos. The word agape (a-gop-ay) 
described love in action. 

When God commands people to love each other, 
He is not telling us what to feel. He is telling us how to 
act. As it turns out, experience tells us that our feel¬ 
ings follow our actions, so that if we act in a loving 
manner, our feelings towards people will be positive 
as well. 

God's commands reflect His authority and His wis¬ 
dom. Since He made the world as well as us, He has 
the right to tell us what to do. He is wise enough to 
know that being loved is critical to our well-being. 

Love sounds so good, but then we look around at 
"the real world" in which we live and it can seem like 
such an unattainable goal. For many people, their job 
is a pressure looker. On top of that, experts tell us 
that more than half of us don’t even like our jobs, mak¬ 
ing matters only worse. Then there’s the challenge of 
too much month and not enough money. Throw in a 
couple of cranky kids or ornery teenagers, and how 
are we supposed to even think about love? 

Even if our fuel gauge is tipping towards empty 
when it comes to love, God still has ample resources 
and He is willing to share them with us. The Bible 
describes love as being one of the fruits of the Holy 
Spirit. Fruit is what naturally flows out of a living being, 
whether that living being is a plant or a person or God. 
Since the Bible says that love is from God, it makes 
sense that love flows out of Him. 

Jesus said, “I am the true vine, and My Father is 
the vine-grower. Abide in Me as I abide in you. 
Just as the branch cannot bear fruit by itself 
unless it abides in the vine, neither can you 
unless you abide in Me. I am the vine, you are the 
branches. Those who abide in Me and I in them 
bear much fruit, because apart from Me you can 
do nothing." 

God knows what life in this world can be like. He 
knows that when left to our own resources, we will run 
out of steam; “apart from Me you can do nothing." 
We do not have to rely only on our own resources, nor 
should we. 

God’s ample resources will never run out. God can 
and will enable each of us to love other people, if we 
ask Him to. “If you abide in Me, and My words 
abide in you, ask for whatever you wish, and it will 
be done for you. My Father is glorified by this, that 
you bear much fruit and become My disciples.”

Wood floors...

Unlike a real wood floor, a 
veneer floor can be laid onto a solid base, thus mak¬ 
ing it possible to have wood floor where previously

This kind of flooring is supplied ready-sealed, so the 
only maintenance required is regular brushing with a 
soft brush (or vacuuming), and washing when dirty 
with a specially formulated cleaner called a “wood- 
wash.” 

The care of a solid wood floor depends on the fin¬ 
ish. Some floors are sealed with a matte sealer to 
maintain and preserve the natural appearance of the 
wood. The only cleaning that is required is simple 
brushing or vacuuming, and occasionally wiping with 
a damp cloth or mop. 

Floors that have been stained to darken their 
appearance while still allowing the grain to show 
through, or lightened by a chemical process such as

SIMPLE-IRA 

A Savings Incentive Match Plan for Employees IRA 
plan (SIMPLE-IRA) can be set up by an employer with 
fewer than 100 employees. The SIMPLE-IRA gives 
employees the opportunity to help fund their own 
retirement through salary deferrals up to $8,000 a 
year pre-tax (the limits increase in $1,000 annual 
increments up to $10,000 in 2005). The employer has 
the option of either matching dollar for dollar what the 
employee defers up to 3% of the employee’s com¬ 
pensation or making a non-discretionary 2% contribu¬ 
tion to all eligible employees. Because these plans 
are not subject to complex reporting requirements, 
they can be less expensive to administer. 

401 (k): Many employers prefer 401 (k) plans for 
their flexibility and higher funding limits. A 401 (k) 
allows participants to defer up to $12,000 of their pre¬ 
tax compensation per year (this limit increases in 
$1,000 annual increments up to $15,000 in 2006). As 
the employer, you have the option of funding the plan 
with a matching formula, which encourages participa¬ 
tion by your employees, by making a profit sharing 
contribution or a combination of the two. With either 
option, you can contribute up to 25% of eligible com¬ 
pensation to the plan. In addition, the contribution 
made by the employer can be subjected to a vesting 
schedule, thus rewarding your long-term employees. 
The added flexibility of the 401 (k) does require addi¬ 
tional administrative responsibilities. For this reason, 
401 (k) plans can be more expensive to administer 
than other retirement options. 

Choosing a Plan: According to the EBRI survey, 
49% of small business owners without a savings plan 
said that demands from employees would lead them 
to seriously consider starting a retirement program. If 
your employees are requesting retirement programs, 
or if you decide it is time to being offering this benefit, 
you may want to start your research by visiting the 
Department of Labor’s small business retirement pro¬ 
gram planner and taking EBRI’s small business retire¬ 
ment quiz.

New Medicaid regulations 
Transfer of assets, use of 
Trusts & Look-Back Period 

The Division of Medical Assistance in 
Massachusetts has now implemented new regula¬ 
tions, effective August 1, 1998 applicable to transfers 
made after August 11, 1998. These are commonly 
referred to as the “new transfer and trust" regulations. 

The following discussions will highlight some (but 
not all) of the noteworthy points of the regulations. 

The new Massachusetts regulations set forth 
transfer of resource rules as well as rules for the cal¬ 
culation of the period of ineligibility resulting from a 
disqualifying transfer. These codify current practice of 
taking the total amount of assets transferred and 
dividing by the average monthly nursing home cost 
currently set at $4,500.00 to determine the period of 
ineligibility. The regulations clarify how the periods of 
ineligibility are to be calculated when there have been 
multiple transfers. Generally, transfers in which the 
disqualification period overlaps will be aggregated 
from the date of the first transfer to determine the total 
period of ineligibility. Transfers where the periods of 
disqualification do nofroverlap will be treated as sep¬ 
arate events (i.e., not aggregated) with their own peri¬ 
ods of ineligibility. 

The look back period for direct outright transfers 
(non-trust transfers) is thirty-six (36) months. The look 
back period for transfers from revocable trusts to 
“someone other than the nursing-facility residents, or 
transfers of resources into an irrevocable trust where 
future payment to the nursing-facility resident is pre¬ 
vented" is defined under the regulation as sixty (60) 
months. 

Massachusetts law continues the exceptions to the 
transfer rule currently availble under the old law, for 
transfers to an individual's spouse, to another for the 
sole benefit of the individual’s spouse, or to certaint 
trusts for the benefit of the individual's blind or dis¬ 
abled child, or to a caretaker child. 

Cures or Partial Cures 

The new regulations allow a cure or even partial 
cure of the ineligibility period if resources previously 
transferred ae returned to the nursing facility resident. 
Of course, the newly returned resources will be count¬ 
ed for the eligibility rules. 

New Hardship Exceptions to Transfer Rules 

Elaborating on the hardship exceptions to the 
transfer rules provided by the Omnibus Reconciliation 
Act (OBRA ‘93), Massachusetts in the new regula¬ 
tions has set forth the criterion and procedure for 
applying for the hardship exception to allow the 
Division of Medical Assistance to waive all or a portion 
of a period of ineligibility resulting from the application 
of the transfer rules. 

Generally, a hardship exception may be available 
to a nursing-facility resident if all of the following four 
(4) circumstances exist according to the regulation. 

1) Denial of benefits would cause the applicant to 
be deprived of medical care to the point of endanger¬ 
ing the applicant’s life or health or would cause the 
applicant to be seriously deprived of food, shelter, 
clothing, or other necessities. 

2) The transferred resource cannot be retrieved 
from the transferee after exhausting all resources and 
the transferee is unable or unwilling to do so and will 
not otherwise compensate the nursing-facility resi¬ 
dent. 

3) The institution has notified the applicant of its 
intent to discharge the resident. 

4) There is no less costly non-institutional alterna¬ 
tive to meet the nursing-facility resident’s needs.

“liming,” usually have a polished finish. This can be 
brushed or vacuumed, and should only require a light 
application of fresh polish twice a year. Too much pol¬ 
ish will cause build-up, smears, and show off each 
and every mark. 

Wood floors can also be painted with a clear gloss, 
an eggshell finish, or floor or deck paint. Opaque 
paints completely conceal the natural appearance of 
the wood. This type of finish is not recommended for 
high-traffic areas, as it will scuff and wear rather 
quickly and needs to be redone frequently. 

If you buy a home with wood floors, ask the owners 
about the best way to care for the floors. If you buy a 
new home, ask the builder or the subcontractor who 
installed the floors for information on the care and 


maintenance of the wood. Some manufacturers rec¬ 
ommend specific products and methods to maintain 
the beauty for the life of the floor. 

Laminate flooring is available in a variety of wood 
finishes. While it has the appearance of oak, cherry, 
pine, maple, and other kinds of wood surfaces, the 
only wood involved in laminate flooring is a photo¬ 
graph. 

Digital photos of wood are sealed between a thin 
layer of backing and a thin layer of clear plastic. 
Laminate flooring is excellent in high-traffic areas, and 
can be installed over old hardwood, sub-flooring, and 
even over vinyl flooring.

Stress 

(Part 1) 

Stress and anxiety can be caused by factors 
known or unknown. Problems or insecurities involving 
relationships, employment, health situations, and 
other disturbing factors can foster mental and physi¬ 
cal conditions that adversely affect the progress and 
enjoyment of life. Other causes may include events, 
contacts, or trauma that may be repressed or sur¬ 
passed. These often create anxieties of which the 
sources appear totally unknown. Children can also 
inherit stress inclinations from parents. 

Stress that begins to debilitate or cause depression 
needs attention.

In this one-woman dramatization, Ms. Lane - as 
Eleanor Roosevelt - shares her life and times. Since

Anna Eleanor Roosevelt was the niece of a presi¬ 
dent (her uncle was Theodore Roosevelt) and the wife 
of Franklin Delano Roosevelt, the 32nd president and 
a distant cousin, thus her maiden name was also 
Roosevelt. She was raised by her grandmother, Mary 
Hall. Following her marriage, she felt dominated by 
her mother-in-law and set out to develop an inde¬ 
pendent life for herself. Ahead of the times and often 
the nation, she advocated the cause of civil and social 
rights for Native Americans, African-Americans, 
women, and all those oppressed by poverty. Starting 
in 1933, her husband’s term corresponded with the 
Great Depression and World War II. 

When FDR contracted polio and was confined to a 
wheelchair, Eleanor traveled extensively on his 
behalf. Nominated to become the U.S. 
Representative to the United Nations, she hfelped 
draft the Universal Bill of Human Rights in 1948. 

In 2001, the library sponsored a program in which 
Ms. Lane portrayed Isabella Stewart Gardner in an 
original one-woman play to a full house. Ms. Lane - a 
Boston-based actor, writer, and producer - has been 
bringing history to life since 1980. She studied voice 
at the New England Convervatory of Music and 
Berklee College of Music, antf earned a BFA in theater 
at Boston University. She has presented her original 
one-woman plays in theaters, schools, colleges, and 
museums throughout the United States, and has been 
frequently asked to return with each new production. 
Some of her plays are "Artful Lives: Living Portraits of 
Women Artists,” "Mary Cassatt and the 
Impressionists," “Ladies Firest,” and "Queen of Back 
Bay” (a portrayal of Isabella Stewart Gardner).

Creating calzones. 


A real treat at the local pizza shops are calzones. 
You can make these at home. It really isn't that hard 
to do. You can go to Balboni’s on King Street here in 
Agawam and buy bread dough. 

You need to hand form out (not roll) with a pin an 
8” or 9” round of dough. You now fill with whatever 
you like. Just remember that you never put the sauce 
inside; you serve it on the side. 

The basic calzone is the cheese variety. Simply 
spread a couple of tablespoons of fresh ricotta on the 
dough, then cover with mozzarella. Fold over to make 
a half-moon shape. You need to make some slits in 
the top to allow the steam to escape. This is key; 
brush on a little margarine or butter across the top. 

You now bake in a hot oven. Each oven is different, 
so experiment. Try 425 degrees at first, and then 
adjust your temps. 

For the fillings, you can make a buffet arrangement 
and allow your guests to choose their own fillings. 
Meatball, sausage, and pepperoni are always popu¬ 
lar. You can get crazy, though. 

Try artichoke hearts, spinach, and chicken. How 
about bacon, Cheddar, and black olives over a bed of 
ricotta. (The ricotta is the base for all of these differ¬ 
ent calzones.) 

Onions, hot sausage, and dry-cured black olives 
are particularly tasty. Pastrami or shaved steak is 
another great filling. Any vegetables should be 
cooked so that you are not introducing too much 
water into the recipe. 

For sauces, you can use any jarred sauce such as 
quick red sauces and leftover Ragu sauce (just doc¬ 
tor it up). Serve the sauce heated and in a separate 
side dish for individual dunking. 

A center platter of fresh fruits is a nice accompani¬ 
ment. Use apples, soft sweet pears, grapes, and mel¬ 
ons. You can wrap the thin melon slices with prosciut¬ 
to, and the grapes can be slightly coated with fine 
sugar. 

Be sure to tempt your taste buds with strawberries 
half-dipped in chocolate. Try serving some baklava 
with the fruit platter; you can t)uy this dessert at 
Mykonos at the Springfield PlazS on Liberty Street, or 
at 3NG Bakery on Howard Street (also in Springfield). 
On the lighter side, you can get some angel wing 
cookies at Balboni’s. 

Serve some “smoothies" with your meal; these are 
frosty, fruity drinks for any occasion (I will have those 
recipes for you next week). 

Remember, listen to the “Food Dude” - it is not 
what you’re eating that's most important... it is whom 
you’re dining with!

Perry’s shutout 
leads AHS baseball 
to back-to-back 
wins over ‘Chang 

Back-to-back wins over Minnechaug Regional have 
propelled the Agawam High baseball Brownies to an 
11-3 overall record and 4-2 in the Valley League, the 
region’s top dog in schoolboy baseball. 

The Brownies moved from fifth to third in the week¬ 
ly "Fab Five” poll and, according to Coach Peter Clark, 
are continuing to play solid ball as the season slides 
into its later stages. 

On Thursday, May 15th (presstime), the Brownies 
will host the 8-4 Westfield Bombers, a team they 
defeated in an enjoyable nighttime affair at Bullens 
Field a few weeks ago. 

Then Cathedral comes to town on Monday, May 
19th, to resume a rain-shortened game that had the 
Brownies up, 8-1, over in Springfield before it poured 
and poured. Immediately after, the regularly-sched¬ 
uled Valley League game between the two rivals will 
be held. 

"Our pitching has been very good. That’s been a 
real key for us, especially when we face so much stiff 
competition.in our own league," stated Clark. 

The coach continued, “The hitting is very good, too. 
No one expected us to continue averaging over 15 
runs a game like we'did in the beginning of the sea¬ 
son. But we are very capable of putting up some big 
numbers in any inning very quickly.” 

The sweep over league opponent Minnechaug 
Regional began at Harmon Smith Field on a postcard¬ 
like (weather-wise) on Saturday, May 10th. The score- 
board read 6-zip, AHS when it was over. 

And big junior lefty Justin Perry was as hot as a 
two-dollar pistol. The 6’2” Perry is a crafty southpaw 
who has a good fastball. But his ability to change 
speeds and slice-and-dice the batters is one of his 
real strengths. 

Perry sported a perfect 4-0 record and a 2.03 
earned run average (with 28 strikeouts in 20.6 innings 
of work) after he carved up the Falcons on a seven-hit 


shutout. 

Perry scattered four hits over six innings before 
running into a three-hit singles attack by the visitors in 
the top of the seventh. 

With the bases loaded and two outs, Perry whiffed 
his 10th Falcon to preserve the whitewash and send 
the sun-drenched partisan crowd home happy. 

Perry dusted at least one Falcon in each of his 
seven innings of work, and struck out the side in the 
third. 

“Justin has performed very well for us," said Clark. 
"Justin and Jeff Neilsen (3-1) have really stepped up 
this season." 

The Brownies scored four times in the bottom of the 
first on hits by sophomore outfielder Andrew Wakelee 
(double), senior captain Dave Bienia (single - now 
among the league-leaders in batting at .405), and

Neilsen’s no-hitter keeps Brownies on cutting 
edge of Western Massachusetts schoolboy baseball 


The emergence of junior Jeff Neilsen as one of the 
premier schoolboy pitchers in the region has firmly 
solidified Agawam High School’s chances of making a 
run at the Western Mass, title in 2003. 

Neilsen continued his strong season on 
Wednesday, May 7th, by tossing a no-hitter at the 
Holyoke High Purple Knights before a howling crowd 
at Harmon Smith Field. 

Neilsen received plenty of support from his team¬ 
mates when the hard-hitting Brownies scored four 
times in the third inning and added three more in the 
fifth to take a commanding, 7-0 advantage. 

All the drama that was left was whether Neilsen 
could continue firing his right-handed fastballs to set 
down the visitors without a hit. He did and the 9-3 (2- 
2 in Valley League) Brownies walked off with a con¬ 
vincing 9-0 league win. 

Along the way, Neilsen whiffed seven and walked 
four. Neilsen lowered his earned run average to a pal¬ 
try 0.84 at presstime with 24 strikeouts in 25 innings 
pitched.

Neilsen’s ERA is second in the Valley League. 

Neilsen’s gem was the second in the six-year 
tenure of AHS Coach Peter Clark.

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Errors hurt Brownie 
softball in 4-3 loss 
to West Side

Last Friday (May 9th), Agawam High and West 
Springfield High renewed their long-time sports rival¬ 
ry.

Lighten your grip pressure 
to erase tension... 

I think the grip is the most underemphasized fun¬ 
damental. It’s the only contact a player has with the 
club, so how can it not be the most important element 
of the swing? 

Players of every level - from the best pros to the 
worst hackers - all have a tendency to grip the club 
too tightly, especially under pressure. This leads to 
tense, tight muscles, beginning in the hands and run¬ 
ning up through the arms and shoulders. This tension, 
in turn, breeds nervousness and lack of confidence, 
and the result is usually a swing that is short and fast. 

My key under pressure - and this is something I 
always try to share with my pro-am partners - is to try 
to eliminate as much tension as possible before the 
shot... and then grip the club lightly.
